I. Claims 1-9, 11-17, 19-22, 24 and 25 are drawn to a method of isolating 
caveolae, classified in class 436, subclass 526. 

II. Claims 10, 18, 23 and 26 are drawn to a purified caveolae, classified in class 
514, subclass 2. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Groups I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed 
can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). 
In the instant case, the product, the caveolae can be made by isolation of glycolipid 
GM1, by identification of a Ca+ dependent ATPase or inositol 1,4,4-triphosphate 
receptor, as disclosed on page 2 of the instant specification as being present exclusively 
in the region of the caveolae. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and because a 
search of any or these three distinct inventions would not be co-extensive with a search of the 
others, an examination and search of two or more inventions in a single application would 
constitute a serious undue burden on the Examiner, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) if one or more of 
the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
